“ ‘I^hone-for-Food,’ that’s the slogan 
of every live retail grocer these days.” 

More than .300 wholesale groeers’ 
salesmen held a mass meeting re¬ 
cently at the Mercantile Exchange, 
New York City, at which this slogan 
was the subject of a campaign 
launched among the retail grocers. 

It was pointed out that a live re¬ 
tailer could reduce his cost of doing 
business as much as 8 per cent 
through a more intelligent use of the 
telephone. The sales promotion com¬ 
mittee of the National \Vholcs.ale Gro¬ 
cers’ Association has been making 
some interesting tests wlUch disclose 
the fact that the average grocer has 
never realized the power and value of 
using the telciihonc as a medium be¬ 
tween the grocer and his custorner. 
One test showed that by selling 
wholly across the counter a small 
store averaged <laily sales of $6’), di¬ 
vided between 1.31 counter sales, which 
averaged S3 cents per sale and 2.8 
articles per sale. The same store 
under the "Phonc-for-Food” move¬ 
ment had sales of $2,31 per day from 
17S telephone calls, sales averaging 
$1.32 per call, selling five articles each. 
In other words, the business was in¬ 
creased threefold and at a material re¬ 
duction of cost tier sale.

THOUGHT TO HAVE JOir< POSSE IS 
SEARCH FOR SELVES 


MANHUNT GETS EXCITING 
FOLLOWING HOLDUPS 


Steal Slasre Coarli nnd Execute Wild 
Hash for Border — Set Spread 
Around Hills Fails to Lund Them— 
Bloodhounds Enlisted. 


Sacramento.—H I d 1 n g somewhere 
near the Sierra snowline, Floyd Hall 
and Jcsj Tanko. the escaped San Quen¬ 
tin killers, gained another brief spell 
of liberty as nightfall, Tuesday, termi¬ 
nated what was probably the moat hec¬ 
tic day of the spectacular manhunt tor 
them since it began a month ago. A 
poasee, heavily armed, slept on Cape 
Horn, Tuesday night, awaiting day¬ 
break to resume the search. The men 
and their leaders are admittedly per¬ 
plexed. 

Since the night of May 2, the posses 
had been hunting the killers in the 
mcuntainous country around Granlte- 
ville, Nevada county. Two hunters 
reported seeing them In a cabin there. 
Keeping their information secret lest 
the manhunt develop into' another big 
"blowup,” the sheriffs men began 
their search. 

The first the outside world knew of 
the hunt came Tuesday morning. 
Emerging about 9 o'clock from a deep 
ravine near Gold Run, to which they 
had been traced by posses fro'm 
Nevada City, the desperadoes held up 
a United States mail stage coach. The 
line runs between Grass Valley and 
the mining towns in the mountains. 

Stopping the stage coach on a lone¬ 
ly road, the convicts choked the driv¬ 
er unconscious, threw his body to the 
side of the road, leaped Into the car 
and raced toward the Downievllle- 
Nevada City highway. 

Four deputy sheriffs were hiding 
along the road south of Grass Valley. 
They had spent the night hunting 
through the woods and mo’untalns. 
They saw the mall coach raring to¬ 
ward them. They wanted to open fire 
on It, but Deputy Sheriff Walker, In 
charge of the squad, was not sure. He 
ordered that their fire be withheld. As 
the mail stage sped by he recognized 
the convicts—and his mistake. 

In the confusion which followed, 
Tanko and Hall swung off on a coun¬ 
try road. Ten minutes later the com¬ 
bined posses raced past them. 

They tore through Nevada City at 
fifty miles an hour. All the sheriff's 
men were bunting them In the moun¬ 
tains. They swept through Grass Val¬ 
ley just as a volunteer po'sse was 
forming on the steps in front of the 
sheriff's office. Hall was driving, 
Tanko sat beside him at the wheel, a 
rifle over his knees. 

Citizens for miles around Joined 
forces with the sheriff's posses and 
bluc.vjhounds from the Nevada state 
prison have been enlisted for the 
work of running down the pair. All 
trains through Emigrant Gap are be¬ 
ing searched and their escape to the 
Nevada line Is cut off by this manner. 
The convicts cannot cross the Sierra 
by foot i/T automobile, because of the 
heavy snow. 

The theory Is held that their 
quarry will attempt another sensa¬ 
tional outbreak toward the lowlands 
of the Sacramento valley. 

The convicts executed one of their 
moat daring ruses when they Joined a 
posse in quest of themselves. 

Shortly before dusk they were 
chased onto a hill three miles east of 
Colfax. One of their pursuers fired 
several shots at them, none of which 
found its mark. Immediately the mass 
of searchers surroXinded the hill. 

Like a comb the men worked up the 
slopes of the hill from all sides to¬ 
ward the summit. When the top was 
reached the searchers were left dis¬ 
appointed and bewildered. 

The only way in which'they could 
have escaped the hill was to have 
temporarily Joined erne of the posses 
and thus worked their way out of the 
ring. Is the belief. 

This Incident closed a day during 
which Hall and Tanko had brazenly 
paraded before armed searchers near¬ 
ly a dozen times. 

Cryer Re-Elected L. A. Mayor 

Los Angeles.—Mayor George E. 
Cryer. In Los Angeles' first primary 
under the new city charter, rolled up 
a majority which assures him of re- 
election fer his third term. Late un¬ 
official and incomplete returns from 
944 out of 1,026 precincts gave Cryer 
69,776 votes; former Federal Judge 
Benjamin F. Bledsoe, 56,749 and Coun¬ 
cilman Miles Gregory, 7,914. The 
voting marked the end of a bitter corn- 
test. Bledsoe resigned his seat on the 
federal court bench to oppose Cryer 
for the office, which after this year 
commands a salary of )10,000 a year.
